TO FIGHT PLAN 


Borah did not go so far as to say 
be would head or support a third 
ticket. He didn't need to. What he 
did say was that he would take off 
his coat in opposition to candidates 
and platforms that attempt to deal 
with the constitutional question of 
prohibition in party convention. 


It is the Borah idea that a con- 
stitutional question should not be 
made a party issue, It has been at- 
tempted, he pointed out, only twice 
In history—one on the issue of 
slavery, and now on prohibition.

The average progress 
is less than that. 


Henderson announced definitely 


that the 
"army" will proceed 


through Ohio today as far as 
Zanesville, where it will be quarter- 
ed overnight. Following an early 
breakfast the men will leave at 6 
a. m. for Wheeling arriving in that 
city about 10 a. m.

fense. The Hackenberg defends the 
great industrial area of Metz.

0 HAVE good health there

Here is a simple breathing exer- 


cise. 
Stand erect, arms at side, 


head up, shoulders back, abdomen 
in 
Take a deep breath, inhaling 


slowly, count three and exhale 
through the nostrils. This exercise 
is best done before an open win- 
dow, 
and with no tight clothing to 


impede the free movement of the 
chest. 


At first take only three or four 


breaths if you are habitually a 
shallow breather. 
You may feel a 


little giddy rf-yow^are not accus- 
tomed to taking so much fresh air 
into your lungs. Later, >ou may 
increase 
the number 
of 
deep 


breaths to ten or twenty. 


Get the habit of taking two or 


three deep breaths each hour dur- 
ing your working day. 
Sit up 


straight m your chair, aod give the 
lungs a chance to take in oxygen. 
\Vhen there is a lack of oxygen 
in the lungs, one feels tired, as 
well as dull and sleepy. 


Gft out-of-doors as much as 


possible; take long walks, and in- 
dulge in sv, unming1, golf and other 
athletic sports 
This kind of ex- 


ercise •will induce deep breathing. 


Another means of developing 


the lungs is to do blowing exer- 
cises Stand before a drapery, lace 
cartam or a strip of paper sus- 
pended in the doorway. Blow at 
the object till you see it move m 
the air. 


Of course it is not the blowing, 


but the necessity of filling the 
lungs -svith air, that does the good. 
But you cannot hope to have the 
full measure 
of health 
without 


constant supplies of oxygen. 


A few months 
of this regime 


will improve your personal appear- 
ance, as well as your health Bear 
in mind that deep breathing is a 
wonderful beautifier, as wefi as a 
tonic.
